This seems like the typical de- 
structive cycle of black male-fe- 
male relationships: 

1) The black female, having been 
pushed aside and talked-down-to 
for most of her life, has developed 
an emotional explosiveness. She is 
moody and short-tempered. She is 
an emotional powder keg, ready to 


explode atamoment's notice. Sheis 
somewhat spoiled, too, so when- 
everthings don't go her way, when- 
ever she doesn't get exactly what 
she wants and whenever she is dis- 
appointed, she attacks her mate with 
verbal abuse and disrespect. The 
idea is to hurt him emotionally, to 
abuse jun, to insult him, to degrade 
him, and when she loses her temper, 
sheiscompletely out-of-control, and 
doesn't care who is listening or ob- 
serving. This serves to increase the 
degradation. 

2) The black male, who is on the 
receiving end of abuse from all of 
society, has only his manhood as his 
limited basis for self-esteem. He has 
massive self-hatred, minimal self- 
confidence, a short emotional fuse, 
pent-up frustrations and an almost 
combative vindictiveness. He is a 
virtual walking time bomb looking 
for a target to blow up. He would 
prefer to detonate the society that 
has made him what he is. But he 
his lady attacks his manhood, he 
comes out swinging. He attacks in 
the tradition of a“real” man with his 
fists. 

This cycle is one reason for the 
psychological destruction of the 
black male, the increasing violence 
in the home and the widening gap in 
the relationships at all levels be- 
tween black males and females. In 
my next column, I will try to help us. 
to solve this massive problem.

R. Kelly (better known as Rob- 
ert to his friends and family) will be 
the first to say that theseare exciting 
and interesting times; but listening 
to his story one gets the distinct 
impression that the road R. Kelly 
traveled to reach this point in his 
destiny was paved with interesting, 
exciting and sometimes dangerous 
yet triumphant experiences. 

Born into the harsh realities of 
urban life, R. Kelly grew-up on the 
Southside of Chicago and like most 
young men in his neighborhood he 
spent a lot of time living and expe- 
riencing life on the streets. Armed 
with love and discipline parceled 
out from three very important fe- 
males (his mother, grandmother and 
ahigh school music teacher), not to 
mention the luck of the gods, Kelly 
managed to incorporate the lessons 
of the street into his character, and 
not to become a character on the 


streets. 

The best of those lessons and 
experience can be heard in Robert’s 
music. “I try to write and sing about 
the things that happened in my life 
thatat the time may nothaveseemed 
significant, but when I look back on 
them I realize how much they mean 
tome, howcertain events and people 
have helped me to become the per- 
son I am.” Songs such as Hanging 
Out and Keep it Street convey those

Often, people think that the 
streets will only lead to trouble, but 
R. Kelly is quick to stress that the 
streets actually helped nurture his 
talent and allowed him to make a 
living. 

“T used to be a street singer,” 
says Kelly. Singing down in the 
subways of Chicago, he was able to 
make enough money tosupporthim- 
self and helped out his family, in 
addition to honing his craft as a 
performer. “The first time I per- 
formed in the subways was incred- 
ible. I went down to the subways on 
a bet from my friends who thought 
I wouldn’t do it. As I began to sing, 
acrowd gathered and started throw- 
ing money in a box. Before long, I 
became a regular in the subway and 
my money box had to be changed to 
a money bucket.” 

R. Kelly has come aalong way 
since his days in the subway. He 
gained national attention when he, 
along with his former group МОМ, 
walked away as the big winner on 


“Natalie Cole’s Big Break.” While 
winning “Big Break” brought R. 
Kelly to the door of musical star- 
dom, when he opened it he found 
himself face-to-face with the ugly 
side of the business. Differences in 
opinion on the direction that the 
group should take brought about its 
demise. As fate would have it, how- 
ever, the end of the group meant the 
beginning of R. Kelly’s career. He 
met up with his current manager the 
same day that MGM broke-up and 
soon found himself producing for 
the likes of Gladys Knight, David 
Peaston, High Fiveand Billy Ocean. 

AskR. Kelly about his feelings 
оп success and he’ ll tell you that he 
felt successful long before the Bill- 
board charts and radio play. “Suc- 
cess isn’t just what you have when 
you get there; it’s also what you do 
to beat the odds. Every time you 
overcome an obstacle, every time 
you keep pushing in the face of 
defeat you chalk-up another suc- 
cess."

Spath was acquitted from the 
charge of reckless manslaughter by 
an all white jury February 11, re-

“There is no justice in this coun- 
try for people of color. it was the 
Spath trial all over again,” Pannell 
cried. 

Both the Spath and the King 
trials were made up of predomi- 
nately white juries. 

Speakers at the rally included 
Robert Robinson, president of the 
Bergen County Chapter of the 
NAACP, New Jersey State Assem- 
blywoman Loretta Weinberg (D- 
Bergen), and community activist 
Reverend herbert Daughtry. 

The police “have to stand up 
against violence and lawlessness 
wherever they see it. Even among 
their own ranks,” Weinberg said.

Brooklyn. The death ignited civil 
disturbances in that area last sum- 
mer. 

In response, Daughtry said that 
he could not deal with every spe- 
cific issue of injustice. 

“We-can’tfind ways to separate 
us.

Hestatedthat there are "Rodney 
Kings” throughout New Brunswick, 
Teaneck, Plainfield, and other cit- 
ies in New Jersey citing the cases of 
Shaun Potts, Tasha Mayse, Phillip 
Pannell, Santana Hannah, and count- 
less others. 

"We weren't surprised by the 
verdict," Hamm continued, "How 
can a wolf guard a chicken coop? 
How can a racist system convict 
itself?" 

He supported a bill just intro- 
duced to Congress by Maxine Wa- 
terscalling for police brutality to be 
made a federal crime and called for 
America toestablish an urban agenda 
if it does not want to see similar 
“uprisings.” He demanded that 
President Bush and Congress cut 
military spending, quit policing the 
world, and “stop wasting millions 
of dollars on stealth bombers that 
can’t fly.” 

“If we have billions for the So- 
viet Union, then we should have 
billions to save our cities,” he said. 

Hamm stated that blacks must 
not fall for complacency and apa- 


у. 

“We call оп you not to go back 
to sleep, he said, “we must agitate, 
agitate, agitate.” 

“This is a sad time in America 
and it didn’t start last week in LA,” 
Webster said. “It started 300 years 
аро when they tore us from our 
mother land and brought us here 
against our will.” 

He too, encouraged action from 
the people. 

“Our mothers and fathers have 
become complacent — the system 
has lulled them to sleep,” Webster 
said. 

He told the people not to
